On  August  30,  1990,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  the  SFCCD  Budget 
1990-91  by  approving  Resolution  No.  900830-B1.  The  amount  budgeted  as  revenue 
for  8835  Local  -  Contract  Instructional  Administrative  Allowance  was 
$34,777.00.  The  revenue  estimate  for  1990-91  was  based  upon  the  actual 
revenues,  $34,777.12,  received  from  this  source  in  1989-90.  In  the  months 
following  the  adoption  of  the  Budget  1990-91,  a  number  of  contractors  paid  us 
for  the  contract  education  projects  which  were  completed  before  July  1,  1990. 
Because  of  the  delay  in  receiving  these  payments  the  amount  of  budgeted 
revenue  for  1990-91  was  considerably  less  than  that  in  previous  years.  For 
the  two  immediately  prior  years,  the  amounts  were  $118,585.87  for  1988-89  and 
$125,768.91  for  1987-88.  The  revenues  attributable  to  1989-90  that  were 
recently  received  amount  to  $85,005.56.  These  revenues  are  generally  used  to 
support  the  indirect  costs  in  connection  with  conducting  the  contract 
education  program. 

In  order  that  the  contract  education  program  can  be  conducted 
without  a  serious  degradation  in  level  of  service  during  1990-91,  it  is  now 
necessary  to  appropriate  the  assured  income  generated  since  adoption  of  the 
Budget  1990-91  by  the  projects  completed  before  July  1,  1990. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85210  reads  as  follows:  "All 
income  accruing  to  the  community  college  district  in  excess  of  the  amounts 
required  to  finance  the  total  proposed  expenditures,  including  transfers  to 
other  community  college  districts  and  funds,  as  shown  in  the  budget  of  the 
district  shall  be  added  to  the  general  reserve  of  the  district,  and  shall  not 
be  available  for  appropriation  by  the  district  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
except  by  the  following  procedure.  The  governing  board  of  the  district  shall, 
by  formal  action  of  the  board,  pass  a  resolution  setting  forth  the  need 
according  to  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  to  be  met  from  any 
portion  of  the  general  reserve  derived  from  assured  income  in  excess  of  the 
total  amount  anticipated  in  the  budget.  The  resolution  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools  for  approval.  On  the  first  day  of  July 
of  each  year,  the  general  reserve  together  with  unexpended  balances  of  appro- 
priations and  income  in  excess  of  anticipated  income  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  district,  and  the  district  shall 
include  all  money  so  credited  in  the  balance  shown  in  the  budget  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year."

The  State  Budget  Act  of  1990  contains  $23,000,000  in  Item  6870-101- 
791  Schedule  (a)  20.40.030  Instructional  Equipment  payable  from  the  Higher 
Education  Capital  Outlay  Bond  Fund  of  June  1990  "for  the  purpose  of  providing 
community  college  districts  with  funds  to  replace  instructional  equipment  and 
for  purchase  of  library  materials.

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Adoption  of  policies.  Bylaws,  and  Regulations.  Any 
policy  or  regulation  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended,  or  repealed  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  four  members  of  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting."  (NOTE:  Additions  or 
substitutions  are  indicated  by  underlining  and  deletions  are  indicated  by  strike 
eve*1.) 

WHEREAS:  On  September  27,  1990,  notice  was  given  that  the 
following  proposed  amendment  to  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  3.04  shall  be  acted 
upon  as  previously  introduced  and  discussed,  and  set  forth  below  at 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:     That  the  San  Francisco  District  Policy 

Manual  Section  3.04,  Policy  and 
Procedures  Governing  the  Employment  of  Administrators  shall  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

P.M.  3.04   Policy  and  Procedures  Governing  the  Employment  of  Administrators 

The  screening  and  recommendation  of  applicants  for  administrative  positions  in 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  the  responsibility  of  a 
tripartite  committee  with  equal  representation  of  students,  faculty  members  and 
administrators,  except  as  provided  herein. 

A.  Selection  of  Committee  Members 

1.  Division  Administrators:  Administrators  on  the  committee  will  be 
selected  by  the  President  of  the  Community  College  Centers  Division 
or  the  President  of  the  College  Division  in  conference  with  the 
District  and  divisional  administrators. 

Faculty  members  in  the  College  Division  will  be  selected  by  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  Academic  Senate.  The  Community  College 
Centers  Division  Academic  Senate  will  select  representatives  for 
appointments  in  that  division. 

Students  will  be  selected  by  the  appropriate  Student  Council  for 

either  division.   At  City  College,  committee  members  will  be 

J  selected  by  the  Associated  Students  Council.   In  the  case  of  the 

Community  College  Centers  Division,  the  Academic  Senate  will 
determine  student  representatives. 
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2.  District  Office  Administrators:  In  the  case  of  the  District  Office 
Division,  one  administrator  each  will  be  selected  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent,  the  President  of  the  College  Division  and  the 
President  of  the  Centers  Division.  The  faculty  representatives 
will  be  selected  one  each  by  the  two  Senates  and  the  third  will  be 
chosen  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  Senates.  Three  additional 
representatives  of  the  District  Office  classified  staff,  two  to  be 
selected  by  the  office  staff  and  one  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent. 

3.  Upon  the  announcement  of  administrative  vacancy,  each  group  will 
have  thirty  calendar  days  to  select  its  members  to  the  committee. 
Should  any  of  the  groups  fail  to  select  committee  members,  the 
other  segments  are  authorized  to  proceed. 

B.  Screening  and  Interviewing  of  Candidates 

The  first  step  in  the  process  will  be  the  compilation  of  a  list  of 
acceptable  candidates.  This  list  will  be  developed  by  the  committee 
from  the  roster  of  candidates. 

The  qualifications  of  acceptable  candidates  will  then  be  assessed  and 
the  committee  will  determine  which  applicants  are  to  be  interviewed. 
Selected  candidates  will  then  be  interviewed  by  the  committee.  The 
committee  will  select  the  three  best  candidates  for  each  position. 
These  names  will  be  submitted  to  the  President  of  the  appropriate 
Division  in  an  unranked  listing. 

The  President  then  shall  interview  each  of  the  candidates  and  provide 
a  ranked  listing  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent.  In  the  case  of  the 
District  Office  Division,  the  committee's  recommendation  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent. 

The  Chancellor  Superintendent  has  the  responsibility  for  making  the 
final  recommendation  to  the  Governing  Board.  He/She  may  recommend  any 
one  of  the  three  candidates  to  the  Governing  Board  for  appointment,  or 
he/she  may  reject  all  three  candidates  and  (1)  request  the  committee 
to  provide  three  new  names,  or  (2)  direct  that  a  new  selection  process 
be  started. 

C.  Not  withstanding  any  and  all  other  provisions  of  this  Policy  manual, 
the  Chancellor  Superintendent  may  recommend  to  the  Governing  Board,  at 
his/her  discretion  without  following  the  above  described  process, 
individuals  to  fill  the  following  positions:  Vice  Chancellor  - 
Educational  Services,  Director  Development  and  Community  Relations 
Vice  Chancellor  -  Planning,  Research  and  Institutional  Development, 
Executive  Assistant  to  the  Chancellor  Superintendent,  Affirmative 
Action  Officer,  Public  Relations  Officer,  and  Director  -  Personnel 
Employee  Relations  ("exempt  positions") 
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An  exempt  administrator  may  be  appointed  to  another  exempt  position. 
An  exempt  administrator  may  be  reassigned  to  a  non-administrative 
position.  Such  reassignment  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
PM  3.31  (Reassignment  of  Administrators)  but  shall  be  subject  to 
notification  by  March  15  preceding  that  school  year  in  which  the 
reassignment  is  to  occur.  Such  reassignment  shall  not  be  to  an 
instructional/student  services  area  in  the  College  Division  or  the 
Centers  Division  unless  the  individual  to  be  reassigned  has 
satisfactorily  undergone  the  established  hiring  procedures  of  the  area 
to  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  individual  be  reassigned.  Any  person 
holding  an  exempt  position  may  be  appointed  to  a  non-exempt 
administrative  position,  provided  that  the  procedures  set  forth  in 
Parts  A  and  B  of  this  policy  (PM  3.04)  has  been  satisfied.

On  August  24,  1989  Resolution  No.  890824-B1,  adoption  of  the 
Recommended  Final  Budget  1989-90  was  authorized  by  the  Governing  Board.  The 
Adopted  1989-90  budget  included  an  allocation  in  the  Capital  Outlay  Fund 
totaling  $1,965,047  for  one-time  Proposition  98  allocation.  The  $1,965,047 
allocation  was  used  to  establish  twenty-one  projects  in  the  Capital  Outlay 
Fund. 

Of  the  fourteen  projects  established  on  behalf  of  the  eight  campus 
locations,  Project  No.  S9-9180-6400  involved  the  acquisition  of  vehicles  for 
the  Facilities  Department.  After  the  establishment  of  Project  No.  S9-9189- 
6400,  it  was  determined  that  an  alternative  funding  source  was  available  to 
purchase  the  vehicles.  The  alternate  funding  source  was  utilized  and  the 
vehicles  were  purchased. 

As  a  result  of  utilizing  an  alternate  funding  source  to  purchase  the 
vehicles  there  is  a  need  to  reappropriate  funds  previously  allocated  for 
Project  No.  S9-9183-6400  to  allow  the  acquisition  of  noninstructional 
equipment.

AB  1725  Staff  Development  funds  provided  by  the  state,  first  in 
1988-89  and  continuing  into  1989-90  and  1990-91,  has  provided  valuable 
training  opportunities  and  professional  development  for  many  district 
personnel.

CCSF  -  Library,  Modification  No.  2  to  Agreement  for 
Special  Services  and  Advice,  The  Architects  Collaborative,

President  and  Members: 

The  1990-91  State  Budget  contains  an  appropriation  in  the  amount  of 
$15,235,000  for  the  construction  of  the  CCSF  -  Library.  These  funds  are  being 
provided  through  Revenue  Bond  financing.  A  condition  of  Revenue  Bond 
financing  requires  the  District  to  transfer  title  of  the  site  specific  to  the 
State  until  the  bonds  have  been  paid  off.  Title  to  the  City  College  campus  is 
vested  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  By  ordinance  the  site  and 
improvements  are  assigned  to  the  District  for  its  use. 

The  City  Director  of  Real  Estate  has  agreed  to  work  through  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  effect  the  transfer  of  title  of  the  Library  site  to 
the  State  as  required  by  the  conditions  of  Revenue  Bond  financing. 

The  City  Director  of  Real  Estate  has  requested  that  District  provide 
him  with  a  legal  description  and  plat  map  of  the  Library  site  including  the 
building  outline  plus  any  required  zoning  setbacks. 

By  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  900628-B18  by  the  Governing  Board 
at  their  regular  meeting  on  June  28,  1990,  authorization  was  given  to  modify 
the  Agreement  with  The  Architects  Collaborative,  Inc.,  to  provide  "Extra 
Services"  for  the  preparation  of  a  photogrammetric  survey  of  the  Library  site. 
The  scope  of  this  work  did  not  include  the  preparation  of  a  legal  description 
and  plat  map  as  required  by  the  Director  of  Real  Estate.  It  is  proposed  that 
the  Architect  be  requested  to  arrange  for  the  preparation  of  the  required 
documents  as  an  extra  service. 

Article  4  of  the  Architect's  Agreement,  provides  for  the 
authorization  of  "Extra  Services"  not  covered  under  "Basic  Services"  provision 
of  the  Agreement.

8.03  Auditing 

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Spring  of  1987  we  sought,  through  the  Request  for  Proposal 
method,  a  certified  public  accountant  to  perform  our  contracted  district  audit 
pursuant  to  California  Education  Code  Section  84040.  Since  that  time  the 
federal  Single  Audit  Act  was  enacted.  The  rules  implementing  the  Single  Audit 
Act  are  found  in  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (0MB)  Circular  Act  A-128 
which  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Auditor  Selection.  In  arranging  for  audit 
services  State  and  local  governments  shall  follow  the  procurement  standards 
prescribed  by  Attachment  0  of  Circular  A-102,  'Uniform  requirements  for  grants 
to  State  and  local  governments.'"  Section  19  of  the  Circular  reads  in  part  as 
follows:  "Small  audit  firms  and  audit  firms  owned  and  controlled  by  socially 
and  economically  disadvantaged  individuals  shall  have  the  maximum  practicable 
opportunity  to  participate  in  contracts  awarded  to  fulfill  the  requirement  of 
this  Circular." 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  8.03  Auditing  contains  the  policy 
concerning  auditing.  The  policy  needs  to  be  amended  to  be  consistent  with  the 
federal  Single  Audit  Act.  It  is  proposed  that  the  term  of  the  auditing 
agreement  be  extended  from  the  current  three  years  to  four  years  so  that  the 
auditor  can  amortize  the  start  up  costs  over  four  years  instead  of  three 
years.  This  lengthening  would  also  economically  benefit  the  SFCCD.  The  term 
is  proposed  to  be  four  years,  as  the  Governing  Board  members  serve  a  four  year 
term  before  facing  the  electorate.

The  City  College  campus  now  has  three  adjacent  flag  poles. 
The  City  College  campus  desires  to  enhance  its  appearance  and  spirit  by 
adding  to  the  current  National  flag  and  the  State  flag  the  flags  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  of  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco, 
and,  on  occasion,  the  flags  of  other  authorized  organizations. 


San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual 
Section  1.05  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Adoption  of  Policies,  Bylaws, 
and  Regulations.  Any  policy  or  regulation  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be 
amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting, 
providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a 
previous  meeting".   (NOTE:  Additions  or  substitutions  are  indicated 
by  underlining  and  deletions  are  indicated  by  strike  over.) 


NOTICE:     Is  hereby  given  that  the  following  proposed 
additions  or  amendments  to  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section 
AR  7.12.01  regarding  flag  procedure  shall  be  acted  upon  at 
the  next  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  of  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District. 


RESOLVED:   That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
Policy  Manual  Section  7.12.01  shall  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 


AR  7.12.01       FLAG  PROCEDURE 

The  National  and  State  flags  shall  be  raised  at  each  City  College 

campus  by  7:30  a.m.,  but  not  later  than  8:00  a.m.,  on  all  days  when 

regularly  scheduled  to  be  open.  They  shall  remain  flying  until  sunset  or 

until  the  custodial  staff  leave  the  site,  if  earlier.  In  the 

event  it  is  raining  at  7:30  a.m.,  the  flags  shall  not  be 

raised,  but  shall  be  raised  as  soon  as  the  weather  clears.  If  it 

begins  to  rain  after  the  flags  have  been  raised,  they  shall  be 

lowered  and  removed  from  the  pole,  but  raised  again  upon  clearing 

of  the  weather. 
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At  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  campus,  following  the  foregoing 

procedures  and  proper  flag  protocol ,  the  National  and  State  flags  shall  be 

flown  on  one  flag  pole/  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  City        m 

College  of  San  Francisco  flags  shall  be  flown  on  a  second  flag  pole, 

and/  on  such  occasions  that  recognized  faculty  or  staff  groups  or 

recognized  student  organizations  are  commemorating  a  special  event,  no 

more  than  two  flags,  representing  different  groups  or  organizations,  shall 

be  simultaneously  flown  on  the  third  flag  pole.  The  flag  of  any  group  or 

organization,  unless  subsequent  official  approval  is  obtained,  may  not  be 

displayed  for  more  than  five  consecutive  work  days. 

The  following  are  Conditions  of  Use;  All  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Governing  Board  and  provisions  of  the  Education  Code  of 
the  State  of  California  are  to  be  observed  strictly  by  those 
using  District  flag  poles. 

Governing  Board  Requirements; 

1.  Use  of  District  flag  poles  shall  be  primarily  for 
public  education  purposes.  Any  other  authorized 
use  shall  be  secondary  and  subordinate  to  this 
primary  purpose. 

2.  All  recognized  group  or  organizational  requests  for  the 
flying  of  flags  at  the  City  College  campus  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Associate  Director 
of  Facilities  and  Planning  at  least  five  (5) 
working  days  prior  to  date  of  the  requested  use. 
Flags  to  be  flown  must  measure  between  15  and 
25  sg.  ft.  and  must  have  proper  rigging. 

3.  The  Vice-chancellor  of  Planning,  Research,  and 
Institutional  Development,  or  Designee,  shall  approve 
all  permits  for  use  of  the  designated  District  flag  pole 
by  recognized  groups  or  recognized  organizations. 

4.  No  more  than  two  (2)  flags  shall  be  flown  on 
any  flagpole.  Priority  for  use  of  the  group  or 
organizational  flag  pole  shall  be  on  a  first  come,  first 
served  basis.  Flags  on  this  flag  pole  shall  be  rotated  to 
allow  for  use  by  all  authorized  groups  or  organizations. 
However,  a  group  or  organizational  flag  may  be 
flown  for  more  than  five  consecutive  working  days  if  a  new 
official  request  is  filed  each  time  and  if  there  are  no 
other  groups  or  organizations  with  priority  status. 

5.  Any  permit  to  fly  a  flag  may  be  revoked  without  previous 
notice  where  conflicting  dates  have  resulted  or 
where  need  of  the  property  for  District  purposes 
has  subsequently  developed. 
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6.  District  flag  poles  shall  not  be  used  by  any 
person  or  group  for  an  election  campaign.  Neither 
shall  District  flag  poles  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  displaying  religious  flags. 

7.  No  flag  shall  be  permitted  that  reflects  in  any 
way  upon,  or  discriminates  against,  citizens  of 
the  United  States  because  of  their  race,  color, 
national  origin,  ethnic  group  identification,  religion, 
age,  sex,  marital  status^  sexual  orientation, 
physical  or  mental  disability.

Designating  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  as  Chancellor 
and  Recognizing  the  Interim  Administrative  Structure 

President  and  Members: 

In  1988,  the  California  Legislature  clarified  that  the  California 
Community  Colleges  are  a  post-secondary  education  system.  The  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  refers  to  the  District's  Chief  Executive 
Officer  as  the  "Chancellor/Superintendent"  although  the  term  "Superintendent"  is 
generally  reserved  for  use  in  elementary  and  secondary  education. 

In  recognition  of  the  District  as  a  post-secondary  institution,  the 
District's  Policy  Manual  and  other  documents  should  be  revised  to  designate  the 
Chief  Executive  Officer  as  the  "Chancellor."  At  the  same  time,  it  should  be  made 
clear  that  the  change  in  designation  is  not  intended  to  reduce  the  existing 
authority  of  the  Chief  Executive  Officer. 

Although  the  District  is  undergoing  organizational  change,  the  Policy 
Manual  still  references  the  existing  administrative  structure.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  Board  clarify  the  status  of  the  administrative  system  stated  in  the 
Policy  Manual  in  relation  to  the  interim  structure. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  shall  be  the  Chancellor.  Any 
references  in  the  District's  Policy  Manual  or  other  District 
document  to  the  Chancellor/Superintendent  shall  be  revised  to  refer 
to  the  Chancellor,  and  until  revision,  shall  be  deemed  to  refer  to 
the  Chancellor.  The  change  in  designation  does  not  reduce  the 
existing  authority  of  the  Chief  Executive  Officer. 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  In  accordance  with  the  guidance  provided  by 

the  Board  through  its  adoption  of  the 
January  1990  Report  of  the  Strategic  Planning  Associates  entitled 
"The  Challenge  of  Change  in  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District"  and  in  accordance  with  the  Chancellor's  responsibilities 
to  evaluate  organizational  structure  and  recommend  appropriate 
changes,  the  administrative  structure  presented  to  the  Board  at  its 
November  28,  1990  meeting  is  recognized  as  effective  until  such  time 
as  a  final  administrative  structure  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  and 
that  those  provisions  in  the  Policy  Manual  which  describe  an 
administrative  structure  shall  be  interpreted  so  as  to  harmonize 
with  the  interim  structure.

Delegating  Responsibilities  to  the  Chancellor 

President  and  Members: 

Education  Code,  Section  72400  directs  the  Governing  Board  to  fix  and 
prescribe  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  all  District  employees.  Other  Education 
Code  provisions  purport  to  assign  responsibilities  directly  to  specific 
employees,  such  as  to  Chancellors  and  college  presidents,  in  conflict  with  the 
directives  of  Education  Code,  Section  72400.  In  effect,  the  California 
Legislature  is  assigning  duties  to  District  employees  despite  its  acknowledgment 
that  local  governing  boards  should  assign  duties. 

To  correct  this  conflict,  in  its  last  session,  the  Legislature 
removed  from  the  Education  Code  provisions  which  assigned  detailed  powers  or 
responsibilities  to  specific  employees.  (See  Stats.  1990,  c.  1372.)  Instead, 
commencing  January  1,  1991,  governing  boards  may  assign  these  powers  or 
responsibilities  to  appropriate  employees.  To  avoid  a  lapse  of  delegated 
authority,  the  Board  should  assign  to  the  Chancellor,  as  the  Chief  Executive 
Officer  of  the  District,  the  powers  and  duties  previously  stated  in  statute. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
powers  and  duties  granted  to  and  imposed  upon  him  or 


her: 


1.  Assume  all  responsibilities  specified  in  Education  Code, 
Section  72413  as  that  section  read  on  December  31,  1990  (see 
attached). 

2.  Request,  as  necessary,  information  regarding  expansion  of 
child  care  and  development  services  pursuant  to  Education 
Code,  Section  8285.5. 

3.  Take  appropriate  disciplinary  action  as  provided  in  Education 
Code,  Section  66017  and  submit  to  the  Board  periodic  reports 
as  to  the  nature  and  disposition  of  cases  acted  upon  pursuant 
to  said  section. 

4.  Make  determinations  for  student  admissions  in  accordance  with 
Education  Code,  Section  76000,  including  the  admission  of 
special  part-time  students,  special  full -time  students,  and 
special  students  for  summer  sessions  pursuant  to  Education 
Code,  Sections  76001,  76001.5,  and  76002.

§  72413.  Additional  powers  and  duties  of  superintendent 

The  superintendent  of  each  community  college  district  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  powers 
and  duties  granted  to  or  imposed  upon  him: 

(a)  Be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  governing  board  of  the  district. 

(b)  Excepting  in  districts  where  the  governing  board  has  appointed  or  designated  an  employee 
other  than  the  superintendent,  or  a  deputy,  or  assistant  superintendent,  to  prepare  and  submit 
a  budget,  prepare  and  submit  to  the  governing  board  of  the  district,  at  such  time  as  it  may 
direct,  the  budget  of  the  district  for  the  next  ensuing  school  year,  and  revise  and  take  such 
other  action  in  connection  with  the  budget  as  the  board  may  desire. 

(c)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governing  board,  assign  all  employees  of  the  district 
employed  in  positions  requiring  certification  qualifications,  to  the  positions  in  which  they  are 
to  serve.  Such  power  to  assign  includes  the  power  to  transfer  an  instructor  from  one  campus 
or  college  to  another  campus  or  college  at  which  the  instructor  is  certificated  to  serve  within 
the  district  when  the  superintendent  concludes  that  such  a  transfer  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  district. 

(d)  Upon  adoption,  by  the  district  board,  of  a  district  policy  concerning  transfers  of 
instructors  from  one  campus  or  college  to  another  campus  or  college  within  the  district,  have 
authority  to  transfer  instructors  consistent  with  such  policy. 

(e)  Determine  that  each  employee  of  the  district  in  a  position  requiring  certification  qualifica- 
tions has  a  valid  certificated  document  registered  as  required  by  law  authorizing  him  to  serve 
in  the  position  to  which  he  is  assigned. 

(f)  Enter  into  contracts  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  district  pursuant  to  Section  81655. 

(g)  Submit  reports  showing  the  financial  and  budgetary  conditions  of  the  district,  including 
outstanding  obligations,  to  the  governing  board  at  least  once  every  three  months  during  the 
school  year.

*  are  responsive  to  the  needs  of  people  from  diverse 
ethnic,  cultural,  economic  and  educational  backgrounds, 
including  students  with  varying  sexual  orientations  and 
with  disabilities; 

*  are  offered  at  convenient  times  and  locations 
throughout  San  Francisco; 

*  provide  student  assessment,  counseling  and  advising; 
and 

*  build  self-esteem  and  encourage  the  exploration  of 
additional  educational  opportunities. 

To  help  students  meet  their  educational  and  employment 
needs,  the  College  offers  the  following: 

*  associate  degrees  and  certificate  courses,  transfer 
education  to  four-year  colleges  and  universities,  and 
vocational  education; 

*  training  and  retraining  for  new  employment 
opportunities,  especially  in  emerging  fields;  and 

*  English  as  a  second  language,  remedial  development, 
literacy  development,  adult  high  school  education,  and 
programs  designed  for  the  re-entry  student. 
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
